The cattle were pur- 
chaset by the West Palm Beach 
meat packing firm last Friday at 
ihe Livestock and Field Day con- 
ducted by the Station and brought 
a fancy price of $8.85 per hund- 
red for 44 head. The remaining 
iix head were sold at $6. per.

June Gunn, county agent of 
Osceola County conducted the 
Auction before over 100 people
